A public Place, called by the Talmudiſts, Reſbuth Harab- 
bim, Tue Power of the Multitude, is ſuch a Place as all Men 
are ſuppoſed to have an equal Right to uſe ; ſuch as High- 
ways, Fields, Foreſts, and the like: But then no part of 
fuch a Place muſt be cover'd at top, or zoin'd to any other 
Place by a croſs Beam: Nor muſt it be within the Gates or 
Walls of a Town, for then it became private to its Inha- 
bitants, as the Camp was to the Iſraelites, and conſequently 
acquired diſtin Laws of its own, which ſhall be explain'd 
at large in due time, Now to make any Place pablic, it 
ought to be 16 Cubits broad. A Cubit, according to the 
very learned Biſhop Camberland, is almoſt 22 Inches; - ſo 
that the breadth of a public Place, by his Calculations, 
(which I think highly rational) is ſomething above 29 Foot. 
This gave them a good Latitude, which, when they could 
lawfully take, they never failed to make uſe af; as we ſhall 
ſee in many Inſtances hereafter. 

A private Place, Reſhuth hajachid, the Power of & fiugle 
Perſon, is a Place where Strangers are ſuppoſed to have no 
Right to travel, without the Fade of the proper Owner. 
Such a Place, according to theſe Maſters, mult be at leaſt 
ten Palms high, (of which ſix go to a Cubit) and the Area

Now what they call thus a private Place, may be a piece of

- Laſtly; A Place is free, Makom Patur, when it is three 
Palms high, and higher even to the Sky, but the Area at 
bottom is lefs than four Palms ſquare: And here there is 
but one Exception, which is of a Poſt that is exactly nine 
Palms high, in which Caſe breadth and thickneſs are not 
regarded, fe the Reaſon given above. Theſe are the four 
Diſtinctions which the Talmudiſts make of Places, ont of, 
or into which, any thing may be removed on the Sabbath. 
The Reaſon of the two laſt Diſtinctions is this: Carmelith 
is ſuppoſed to be a Place juſt big enough for a Reſt to lean 
upon, but too little to lay any ch 
bulk; ſo that though it may be uſeful in the doing of any 
Work, and conſequently he that doth it may be in ſome 
meaſure guilty, yet he is not ſo guilty as if he had finiſh'd 
the whole Work in that Place. Whereas Plates that are 
called free are ſo little, that no Work can be ſuppoſed to 
be done within them, If this is well attended to, this whole 
Conſtitution, and very many others in this and the follow -

Conditional Mixtares,] This Conſtitution has little Diff 


culty, when the Reaſon and Nature of Sabbatb-Days Jour- 
neys, and Sabbatic Miætures to Tengthen thoſe Journeys, is 
perfectly underſtood.

Cubits from the Place in which he was upon the Sabbath» 
Day. Urgent Neceflity might now and then force a Man 
to leave his Place on the Sabbath, and go ſame diſtance off.

R. Eliexer ſuppoſed, that when a Holy-day 
join'd to the Sabbath, by which means the holy Time was 
lengthen'd for two Days together, without any Interruption, 
thoſe two Days were not to be look*d upon as the Conti- 
nuation of one Day extended to a double length, but that 
each Day had its diſtin& Holineſs.

However, leſt Men 
ſhould by degrees grow careleſs, 'and carry Things into the 
molt pablic Places upon the Sabbath, when they ſaw Men 
carry Things up and down in Courts without Controul, 
M:xtures of Courts were introduced (as they would have it 
thought) by King Solomon. This Neceſſity that every Houſe- 
keeper lay under of mixing with his Neighbours every Fri 
day Evening, would naturally make them very careful to 
obſerve the other Sabbatical Laws. And that they might 
not give Offence to one another, ' whilſt ſome mixes; and 
others that lived in the ſame Court did ut, they decreed 
that if any one Inhabitant in a Court did net mix, his vt 

mixing hinder'd thoſe that mixed, from reaping any Advan- 
tage trom their Mixtares.

Why then, ſaid they, are you more 
rigorous here than you were before, concerning thoſe that 
went beyond their Sabbatic Term: The Caſe, reply'd he, 
is very different.
